is just one generation away from 
extinction. 
The Gospel is not good advice, 


but Good News. It does not tell 
us what we ought to do for God; 
it tells us what God has done for 
us. It does not offer us lessons 
from the life of Christ; it offers 
us a new life by the: death of 
Christ. There is no gospel of sal- 
vation in what people do for 
Christ, but only in what He has 
done for them. 


Salvation is truly Good News—

MORE ABOUT PREACHING AGAINST SIN 


By Evangelist John R. Rice 


Last week we had an article showing the need for 
preaching against sin for several reasons. First, because 
every preacher should BE against sin. Second, preachers 
must preach against sin or leave out part of the Bible. 
Third, the preacher must preach against sin because he is 
plainly commanded in the Bible to do so. Fourth, preachers 
should follow the example of Bible preachers in denouncing 


sin. 


In this article we will discuss first how preaching 
against sin is necessary to bring revival and the conversion 
of sinners, and second, why many preachers do not preach 
against sin as the Bible commands. 


Let us see again some plain texts of Scripture on this 


matter: 


“Cry aloud, spare not, lift up thy voice like a trumpet, and shew 
my people their transgression, and the house of Jacob their sins’”— 


Isaiah 58:1. 


“Them that sin rebuke before all, that others also may fear”’— 


I Timothy 5:20. 


“Preach the word; be instant in season, out of season; reprove, 
rebuke, exhort with all longsuffering and doctrine’—II Timothy 4:2. 

“This witness is true. Wherefore rebuke them sharply, that they 
may be sound in the faith’—Titus 1:13. 


“And from the prophet even unto the priest every one dealeth 
falsely. They have healed also the hurt of the daughter of my people 
slightly, saying, Peace, peace; when there is no peace”’—Jeremiah 


6:13, 14.

John 16:8-11 says: ‘And when he 
is come, he will reprove the world 
of sin, and of righteousness, and 
of judgment: Of sin, becduse ‘they 
believe not on me; Of righteous- 
ness, because I go to my Father, 
and ye see me no more; Of judg- 
ment, because the prince of this 
world is judged.” You see, the 
Holy Spirit’s business is to reprove 
the world concerning sin and con- 
cerning righteousness and con- 
cerning judgment. If the work of 
the Holy Spirit is reproof, then 
the work of every Spirit-filled 
preacher is reproof. 

The Word of God and the Holy 
Spirit_.are connected in .this. work 
of reproving sin. Preachers are to 
“Reprove, rebuke, exhort with all 
longsuffering and doctrine” when 
they preach the Word, says 
II Timothy 4:2. The Word of God

OF CHRISTIAN FAITH

sins and trust Christ until the 
Holy Spirit calls him, and the 
Holy Spirit calls him by reproving 
him of his sin, making him con- 
sciously guilty. 

Likewise, a lost sinner cannot be 
saved without repentance. It is 
true that “He that believeth on 
the Son hath everlasting life” 
(John 3:36). It is true, as Paul and 
Silas promised the jailor, “Believe 
on the Lord Jesus Christ, and thou 
shalt be saved.” One who puts his 
trust in Christ as Saviour is saved, 
forgiven, has everlasting life. But 
actually a certain attitude of heart 
is absolutely necessary before one 
can trust Christ for salvation. It 
is impossible to trust Christ for 
salvation .while deliberately, con- 
sciously holding on to one’s sin. 
One cannot turn to Christ without 
turning away from sin. One cannot 
love God without hating the devil. 


One cannot hunger and thirst. 


after righteousness without in 
some sense renouncing wickedness. 
You see, there is a great moral 
issue involved when one turns to 
Christ. So repentance is a part of 
the same turning, a part of the 
same believing, a part of the same 
coming to Christ. 

Let us illustrate it simply. When 
a man goes froni one room to 
another, you may speak of his 
leaving the first room or of his 
entering the second room. Actual- 
ly, he does both at the same time. 
Leaving the old room is repent- 
ance; entering the new room is 
faith. Turning the heart from sin 
is repentance; turning the heart 
to Christ is faith. These are the 
two sides of the same truth, two 
views of the same transaction in 
the heart. 

When I say that one cannot be 
saved without repenting of sin, I 
am not thinking so much about 
individual action as I am about a 
heart attitude. I do not say that 
no one is ever saved until he has 
conquered every temptation and 
won the victory over every habit 
of sin. No, that would not be true. 
People are genuinely saved often- 
times who yet find they must re- 
sist and overcome and break down 
the habits of evil that still tempt 
them. But in the heart one who 
turns to Christ certainly turns 
away from the love of sin, con- 
sciously rejects his sin to receive 
Jesus. : 


This doctrine of repentance was 
preached by John the Baptist. It 
was preached by Jesus in Matthew 
4:17. It was preached by the Lord 
Jesus also in Luke 13:3, 5. It was 
preached by Paul the apostle at 
Athens in Acts 17:30. No one is 
ever saved without repentance. 
And to say the same truth another 
way, no one is ever saved without 
hating his sin and consciously 
turning his heart away from sin, 
toward Christ and righteousness. 


Some very shallow Christians, 
some preachers who ride the doc- 
trine of grace as a hobby, do not 
believe that God now commands 
sinners to repent. They leave the 
impression that accepting .Christ 
and trusting Him is merely an ab- 
stract matter of saying yes with- 
out any fundamental change in 
heart attitude. Actually, the heart 


attitude in repentance is as revolu- |}: 


tionary as a divorce, and the 
acceptance of Christ, in faith, is as 
revolutionary as a marriage. Let 
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us say that repentance represents 
a divorce from the devil and faith 
represents a marriage to Christ. 
But the divorce and remarriage 
both take place in the heart in an 
instant when one repents of his 
sins and turns to Christ. 

Why would a sinner want Christ 
if he were not conscious of his sin, 
did not feel the need of a Saviour? 
Why should a sinner do anything 


to get to Heaven if he does not 
believe there is a Hell? A sinner 
who does not hear that “the wages 
of sin is death” will not be inter- 
rested to hear that “the gift of 
God is eternal life through Jesus 
Christ our Lord.” A sinner who is 
not taught, “Let the wicked for- 
sake his way, and the unrighteous 
man his thoughts” will not be’ 
interested in the command “and 
let him return unto the Lord, and 
he will have mercy upon him; and 
to our God, for he will abundantly 
pardon” (Isaiah 55:7). God's plan 
is, preach on sin to show the hate- 
fulness, the wickedness of sin; to 
show its horrible results and its 
inevitable end. Then preach on 
salvation by the blood to show 
God’s remedy for sin. 


I do not mean that salvation in- 
volves a long period of mourning. 
I know better than that. The in- 
stant a sinner turns to Christ in 
faith, he is already saved, has 
everlasting life. I do not mean that 
necessarily a sinner must be on 
his knees, or be shedding tears, 
when he is saved. A sinner cer- 
tainly needs to be on his knees 
in his heart, and the penitence 
which tears may outwardly repre- 
sent certainly has to be in the 
heart when one turns to Christ. 
And I say unto you that unless 
there. is preaching against sin, 
there will be little of genuine re- 
pentance and few people will be 
saved. Until sin is made hateful, 
Christ is not made loveable and 
desirable. Until a man sees him- 
self a great sinner, he does not 
see Christ as a great Saviour. 
Until a man learns to fear Hell, 
he does not learn to long for 
Heaven. 


Many have laughed at the late 
Sam Jones, Methodist evangelist, 
who preached that repentance 
meant, “quit your meanness.” 
Well, it true that repentance 
means more than that. But it does 
mean that at least! Any Christi- 
nity, so-called, which does not 
involve an honest turning away 
from sin to righteousness. will 
only have the scorn of the unbe- 
lieving world. The moral con- 
sciences of unconverted men take 
sides with the preacher who 
preaches against sin. The Word of 
God, the warning of the preacher, 
the Holy Spirit, and the moral 
law written in the conscience of 
a sinner all combine to bring him 
to repentance when the Word of 
God is preached against sin, show- 
ing Christ as a Saviour. 

Down through the centuries, all 
great revivals have sprung from 
a deep-seated consciousness of sin. 


When the remnant of Israel 
went back to Jerusalem under 
Nehemiah and the people gathered 
in the street that was before the’ 
‘water gate, Ezra the scribe 
brought the Book of the Law of 


and with sackclothes, and earth 
updn them.” The children of Israel 
confessed their sins and iniquities. 
A fourth part of the day they read 
in the Book of the Law and a 
fourth part of the day they con- 
fessed and worshipped the Lord 
God. What a revival they had! 
And it came from reading the Old 
Testament Law, the “thou shalt 


not’s” of the Word of God. That 
preaching and explaining against 
sin resulted in repentance and 
revival. : 


How many times in the experi- 
ence of Moses and the children of 
Israel was the nation saved 
from destruction at the hand of 
an angry God, when Moses re- 
buked the people for their sins and 
punished the sinners, and the re- 
mainder of the people were led to 
repent and seek the Lord for 
mercy! 

The people of Nineveh heard the 
Word of the Lord as preached by 
the mouth of Jonah, “Yet forty 
days, and Nineveh shall be over- 
thrown!” (Jonah 3:4). The King 
of Nineveh rose from his throne, 
put on sackcloth and ashes, made 
a proclamation throughout all 
Nineveh, calling to nobles and 
people not to eat nor drink nor to 
feed nor water their stock. “But 
let man and beast be covered 
with sackcloth, and cry mightily 
unto God: yea, let them turn every 
one from his evil way, and from 
the violence that is in their 
hands.” That was genuine repent- 
ance. It was brought about by 
warning concerning sin. God heard 
the cry of the people and repented 
of the evil that He had planned 
to do and did it not. That revival 
was brought about by plain 
preaching against sin and by re- 
pentance on the part of the guilty 
people. The revival under John the 
Baptist was a revival of deep con- 
viction of sin. All the people. of 
Judaea flocked out to the River 
Jordan to hear John the Baptist, 
“and were all baptized of him in 


Jordan, confessing their sins.” No-. 


body could say when that revival 
campaign was over that “the con- 
verts did not hold out” or “those 
who professed salvation were not 
sincere.” For these people came 
honestly facing the fact of their 
sins, the ruin that threatened 
them, the wrath of God that hung 
over them. They honestly repented 
and turned to Christ. 


We are told that the people of 
Pentecost, as they heard the sharp 
preaching of Peter accusing them 
of the murder of Jesus and the 
deliberate choosing of evil, “were 
pricked in their heart”? and when 
they wanted to know what to do, 
Peter said to them, “Repent” 
(Acts 2:38). It was the remission 
of sins that they wanted, and re- 
mission of sins they got when they 
honestly repented of their sins. To 
be sure, they trusted in Christ, 
but there is no genuine trusting in 
Christ that does not involve a 
heart-turning from sin. 


All the great soul winners of 
history have been men who de- 
nounced sin openly and boldly. 
Huss, Savonarola, and Wycliffe 
thundered against sin! Oh, the 
mighty preaching of Martin Luther 
against sin of every kind; against 
sin in the decadent Roman Church 


land against sin of the 


, grosser 
kinds among the people! The Devil 
was so real to Martin Luther that 


once in his study, Luther threw [ 


the ink pot at the Devil and for 
long years the stain on the wall 
remained to remind us that the 
leader in the Reformation was a 
preacher against sin, an opponent 
of the Devil, an outspoken prophet 
demanding righteousness and con- 
demning evil. 

“ohn Wesley, his brother Charles, 
and Whitfield, and a host of 
Methodist preachers who followed 


them went up and down England 


and in the American Colonies, 
and demanding repentance. I have 
never claimed to attain unto what 
John Wesley called “Christian per- 
fection,” but as God knows my 


heart, I believe in holy living. And 
that involves a holy hatred of sin, 
a day by day renouncing of sin. 
I do not believe that anyone this 
side of the rapture or of the grave 
becomes sinless and perfect, but I 
know every really real Christien 
ought to want to be sinless and 
ought to try to be. And the un- 
saved world knows that preachers 


ought to be against sin and ought 
to say so. John Wesley was and 
he did so. I have no doubt that 
England was saved from the 
French Revolution by a revival 
that really preached righteousness 
and condemned sin and held up 
Christ as the hope for such guilty 
sinners who would repent. 


How Jonathan Edwards thun- 
dered against sin! His famous 
sermon Sinners In The Hands Of 
An Angry God was all on sin and 
Hell and judgment. It is said that 
an elder of his church cried out, 
“But, Mr. Edwards, is there no 
mercy?” It is said that men held 
onto the pews to keep from falling 
into Hell, while he preached. Some 
900 souls repented and turned to 
God that day. But their salvation 
was not because of some nice, 
pious platitudes, some soft-spoken 
words about the love of God. They 
were moved to repent because of 
their consciousness of their guilt 
and because of the fear of Hell 
which they came to see was their 
just desert. 


Charles G. Finney won some 
250,000 souls in a few short years, 
most of them in New York state 
and in near-by areas. Within cer- 
tain limited areas the profound 
effect of the Finney revivals was 
more intense, more revolutionary 
than even the Moody revivals. And 
how did Charles C. Finney preach? 
Did he preach upon the love of 
God? Not often! Did he preach on 
grace? He believed in grace, but 
law comes before grace in the 
Bible, and so it came in Finney’s 
preaching. Did he give tender 
invitations? Perhaps toward the 
close of each campaign, certainly 
not in the first part of the serv- 
ices. In school houses and small 
churches, usually, he preached. 
And the revival fires spread like a 
prairie conflagration before the 
wind! 

How did Finney preach? He 
telis us again and again in his 
autobiography. For example, note 
this passage: 

“That night I determined that 
I would cry aloud against the sins 
of the people and bring to bear the 
very fires of hell as a final conse- 
quence of their rebellion. For al- 
most two hours I literally flailed 
the evil doers who sat before me. 
I called God to witness that the 
judgment was not far off for them. 
Concluding, I gave a few moments 
to the mercy of God but I did 
that in a stern manner. I was 
determined that the people should 
for once stand face to face with 
the fact of sin and hell. That night 


tthe meeting broke and I think I 


never experienced such a divine 
demonstration.” 

Oh, may God give us preachers 
who will preach like Charles G. 
Finney against sin! 

Finney preached against curs- 
ing, against drunkenness, against 
covetousness, against pride. He 
named ° sins. He preached on 


on Hell and judgment. He preached 
on the death of the wicked. 
He preached om the _ justice 
and wrath of God. Men fell 


t 
S, 
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take people long to be taught sal- 
vation by faith when they are 
deeply convicted of their sins. i 

D. L. Moody preached against 
sin. He preached against the secret 


orders. He preached against 
drunkenness. He preached against 
what he caHed “Sabbath breaking.” 
He preached on subjects like 
“Sowing And Reaping,” and gave 
illustration after illustration show- 
ing that a man’s sins would find 
him out, and that the wages of 
sin was still death. Moody was so 
direct, so sharp, so Scriptural in 
his preaching against sin, that he 
often offended certain kinds of 
people who heard him speak. He 
was just as direct and just as bold 
in his personal conversation. He 
preached the love of God, it is 
true. But everywhere he went he 
told how drink led to the poor- 
house, to a drunkard’s grave and 
to Hell. Everywhere he went he 
told- how sin led to broken homes 
and broken hearts and eternal 
ruin. D. L. Moody exposed and 
hated sin. 


Dr. R. A. Torrey preached 
against the dance, preached 
against the theater, preached 
against the lodges. Dr. Torrey 
preached a literal Hell, a place of 
eternal punishment for Christ- 
rejecting sinners. Oh, the revival 
that swept around the world under 
the marvelous preaching of this 
great Bible teacher-evangelist, 
R. A. Torrey! 

And Billy Sunday—do you re- 
member his “Get On The Water 
Wagon” sermon against the liquor 
traffic? Everywhere Billy Sunday 
went some saloons were closed up, 
Some saloon -keepers were con- 
verted, and often the collective 
moral forces of the churches 


iwere united to vote out the 


saloons. Billy Sunday used slang. 
His words were sharp. His illustra- 
tions were pointed. He pulled off 
his coat. He occasionally broke a 
chair to pieces, he dared the devil. 
Sure, Billy Sunday. was sensa- 


tional, if you mean that he hated, 


sin and said so. He said so in the 
language of the street. Common 
people understood what he. said. 
His preaching against sin caused 
multiplied hundreds of thousands 
to repent and be saved. et 
Billy Sunday was not @ learned 
theologian. I think we might say 
that he was not even a brilliant 


orator. But he was a hard-hitting, ©. 


Bible preacher who was out and 
out against sin and for God. And 
that kind of preaching brought 
revivals. The same kind of preach- 
ing will bring revivals now. 
Great Bible preachers, great 
soul winners preach on such texts 
as “Be Sure Your Sin Will Find 
You Out,” “The Wages Of Sin Is 
Death,” “Be Not Deceived, God Is 
Not Mocked, Whatsoever A Man 
Soweth That Shall He Also Reap,” 
“It Is Appointed Unto Man Once 
To Die And After That The 
Judgment,” “The Wicked Shall 
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Be Turned Into Hell,” and hun- 
dreds of other such texts. They 
are in the Bible, these solemn 
warnings against sin, and they 
ought to be preached. And Spirit- 
filled, honest preaching against 
sin, calling men to repentance and 
to trust in Christ will bring re- 
vival now as in any other age of 
the world. 


Every preacher should preach 

against sin because such preaching 
is used of God to convict and save 
sinners. 
_ Space does not permit here, but 
there is abundant proof that God’s 
people must confess and forsake 
their sins if they will have mercy. 
So says Proverbs 28:13. So says 
Ir Chronicles 7:14. And God’s 
people will not forsake their sins 
until their sins are called to their 
attention by Spirit-filled preachers 
using the Word of God. 

Bible preaching against sin ts 
used of God to revive the saints 
and save sinners. 


II. Why Some Preachers Do 
Not Preach Against Sin 

Since it is so manifest that all 
Bible preachers preached against 
sin, and since the command is so 
clear in the Word of God that 
preachers are to “reprove, rebuke, 
exhort with all longsuffering and 
doctrine,” (II Tim. 4:2) that 
preachers are to “cry aloud, spare 
not, lift up thy voice like a trum- 
pet, and shew my people their 
transgression,” (Isa. 58:1) it seems 
strange that every preacher of the 
gospel does not obey the Scripture 
and rebuke sin. It seems strange 
that God’s pastors do not rebuke 
their people sharply as Titus was 
commanded to rebuke those at 
Crete (Titus 1:13) and as Timothy 
was commanded to rebuke the 
saints at Ephesus (II Timothy 4:2; 
I Tim. 5:20). There are several 
reasons why preachers do not 
preach against sin, I shall name 
what seem to me to. be the princi- 
pal reasons. 


1. Ultra - dispensational hobby- 
ists. think most of the. Bible does 
no: fit today, and this perverted 
doctrine excuses not preaching 
against sin. 

Ultra-dispensationalists believe 
that much of the gospels, includ- 
ing the ministry of John the Bap- 
tist, the sermon on the mount and 
other parts of Jesus’ ministry, 
along with some of the epistles, 
were written for the Jews, not for 
the church. Some people think 
that John the Baptist, for example, 
when he preached demanding re- 
pentance, was preaching a “king- 
dom gospel,” differing, they say, 
from the gospel of salvation by 
grace, through faith. Some of 
them foolishly think that John the 
Baptist taught baptism as essential 
to salvation. In their misguided 
zeal, these hobby-riders some- 
times say that the great commis- 
sion was given only to Jews, say 


_ the Lord’s prayer is not for this 


age. They mark most of the Bible 
as obsolete as far as having 
authority directly for this age is 
concerned. Hence they are not 
moved by the example of most of 
the Bible preachers in preaching 
against sin. Hence, also, they do 
not feel any responsibility to 
preach on the Bible since they 
think much of it out of date and 


not fitting for the present age. 
This false cult of ultra-dispensa- 
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tionalism has done much harm in 
some quarters. 

The truth is that John the Bap- 
tist was as much a preacher of 
grace as was Paul. He preached, 
“He that believeth on the son 
hath everlasting life’ (John 3:36), 
exactly the same doctrine on sal- 
vation as that preached by Jesus 
in the same chapter and by Paul 
everywhere he went. When John 
the Baptist commanded sinners to 
repent, he preached exactly the 
Same gospel preached by Jesus in 
Luke 13:3, 5. And Jesus command- 
ed that “repentance and remission 
of sins should be preached in his 
name among all nations, beginning 
at Jerusalem” (Luke 24:47). Paul 
preached that “God hath com- 
manded all men everywhere to 
repent.” (Acts 17:30) The ultra- 


preach the whole Bible and so do 
not preach agaist sin. 

Some preachers are sound 
enough in doctrine as far as they 
go but they over-emphasize the 
doctrine of grace. It is well enough 
to preach on the love of God, but 
one can pervert even that blessed 
teaching and make God seem like 
a doting old grand-daddy with no 
righteousness, no holiness, no 
wrath against sin. 


To preach faith without re- 
pentance is to preach a lopsided 
gospel and is not properly repre- 
senting Christ and the Bible. 

To preach Heaven without 
preaching Hell is to preach a half 
truth which is dangerous and 
wrong. Never to preach on Hell is 
almost the same as preaching that 
there is no Hell. Oh, beloved 
preachers, come back to the whole 
Word of God as a basis for your 
preaching! “ALL scripture is given 
by inspiration of God, and is 
profitable” for the preacher to use 
in rebuke, reproof, correction and 
instruction in righteousness 
(II Tim. 3:16). 


3. Some preachers are modern- 
istic, do not believe the Bible is 
the infallible, authoritative Word 
of God and 80 have no convic- 
tions on the sin question. 

Any preacher who does not have 
an authoritative Bible to preach, 
cannot speak with authority on 
anything. The modernist does not 
believe the moral code in the Bible 
is from God, hence he does not 


preach it. He does not believe that: 
‘the wages of sin is death, he does 


not believe that sin must come to 
judgment so~he has no warning 
against sin. He does not believe 
the warnings of the Bible are true, 
so he does not preach them. He 
does not believe in the Hell Jesus 
said awaits Christ-rejecting sin- 
ners. He does not fear that judg- 
ment when Christ Himself will be 
the Judge of sinners, because he 
does not believe what the Bible 
says about it. When any preacher 
loses his faith in the Word of 
God, his ministry has already 
come to shipwreck. To stay in the 
ministry then is hypocrisy un- 
speakable. To stand in the pulpit 
is a farce. To claim to be Christian 
is blasphemy if one does not be- 
lieve the Bible. Such a preacher 
has no salvation to promise to 
believers, has no damnation con- 
cerning which he should warn 
unrepentant sinners. 


So it boils down to this: many 
men do not preach what the 
Bible says about sin because they 
do not believe the Bible. Other 
men who believe the Bible, after a 


Bible. That is why men who do 
not believe the Bible, do not 
preach against sin. 

4. Preachers who are them- 
selves worldly and sinful in life, 
dare not preach against sin. 

In a Missouri city I preached in 
a good church on The Ruin of a 
Christian. I read the story of Lot 


and showed the disastrous results 
of Lot’s worldliness and Lot’s 
powerlessness. Then I urged God’s 
people to come out of Sodom, that 
is, to come out and be separate, 
to shun bad company, to leave 
worldliness. God’s Spirit moved 
the audience mightily and many 
Christians, in the quiet time after 
the sermon, while we were bowed 
in prayer, indicated that they were 
ashamed of their worldly lives and 
would henceforth seek to be 
Spirit-filled Christians, separated 
unto the Lord, leaving off the 
worldly things that might ruin 
their children or blight their in- 
fluence or hinder their prayers. 


It was of genuine surprise to me 
when the pastor of the church 
expressed displeasure at the ser- 
mon. He said it was “nerve- 
racking.” He said such Scriptures 
should never be read in the pul- 
pit, much less preached upon. As 
I waited on God, I felt that He 
gave me the secret of the pastor’s 

opposition. So the next morning I 
asked the pastor frankly, “Pastor, 
after much prayer, I should like to 
ask you if you attend, the picture 
shows.” He replied that he did 
attend picture shows, he thought 
pictures the greatest educational 
invention in the world, he saw no 
harm in going to a good picture. 
Naturally I replied that I well 
understood why he did not want 
me to preach against sin in his 
pulpit. He himself was a worldly 
preacher, with worldly habits and 
companions. Since he was not 
against worldliness in his heart, he 
would not preach against it. Since 
he himself was guilty of some of 
the things the best people in his 
cOngregation regarded as serious 
sin, he did not preach against 
these things himself and was em- 
barrassed that other preachers did 
so. He was even embarrassed for 
Scriptures which show the ruin of 
compromising, worldly-minded, 
powerless Christians, to be read in 
his pulpit. 

“Conscience makes cowards of us 
all” and preachers who are not 
blameless in their own lives, do 
not preach boldly against sin. 


5. Some preachers do not preach 
against sin because they are 
afraid. 

“The fear of man bringeth a 
snare” (Prov. 29:25). Preachers 
who are men-pleasers are not God- 
pleasers. It is sadly true that all 
over the country there are preach- 
ers who have convictions but dare 
not express them clearly. They 
are against sin but they tremble 
to say so. Some preachers preach 
strong and clear on God’s mercy 
and love, but how timidly and 
hesitantly they mention the judg- 
ment of God on sin! Some preach- 
ers do not preach like John the 
Baptist because they do not want 
to get into troublé. They, too, feel 
that Herod was wrong in living 
with his sister-in-law, Herodias, 
but they do not want their heads 
cut off as John the Baptist had 
his cut off. Jeremiah got put in a 
dungeon for plain preaching 
against sin. Stephen was stoned to 
death. The apostle Paul landed in 


again and again for his plain 
preaching! He had to skip out of 
Damascus ,by night, let down 
through a window in the city wall, 
in a basket! He was stoned and 
left for dead, he fought the wild 
beasts at Ephesus, and Paul's 
ankles and wrists bore callouses

God says that there 
is not one. “We are all as an 
unclean thing, and all our right- 
eousnesses are as filthy rags.” 
(Isaiah 64:6). God does not say 
that our sins, our iniquities, our 
misdeeds are as filthy rags, but 
our good deeds, our righteous- 
nesses,- the very best that the 
best natural man can do. 


“The heart is deceitful above 
all things, and desperately wick- 
ed” (Jeremiah 17:9). Not a very 
flattering compliment for the 
human race! “All we like sheep 
have gone astray; we have turned 
every one to his own way” 
(Isaiah 53:6). Almost every ani- 
mal from the flea to elephant 
has been trained, but who ever 
heard of a .trained sheep? A 
horse, a dog or the family cat 
may wander or be carried away 
but will usually find its way 


t+home. A sheep is a wanderer and 


never wanders back home. It is 


‘one’ of the’ dumbest animals on 


earth, and God calls sinners sheep. 
“The ox knoweth his owner, and 
the ass his master’s crib: but 
Israel doth not know” ... (Isa- 
iah 1:3). 


Paul gives an all-inclusive sum- 
mary when he says, “For all have 
sinned, and come short of the 
glory of God” (Rom. 3:23). 


After the armistice of the 
World War, a Victory Parade 
was arranged through London, 
Paris, and Rome. General Persh- 
ing was requested to furnish 3700 
mén who were no less than 1.87 
meters tall. None of the dough 
boys in a certain American camp 
knew the equipvalent of 1.87 
meters in feet and inches. The 
first lieutenant was absent on 
furlough for a few days. The boys 
were sure that “Shorty” would 
be eliminated, for he was the 
least in height of any; they felt 
confident that “Slim” would be 
chosen, for he was the tallest;

Il. The» Human Race Is Beyond 


Self Help; No Man Can Save 
Himself. 


“There is a way that seemeth 
right unto a man, but the end 
thereof are the ways of death” 
(Proverbs 16:25). Every human 
path leads to destruction.

Many people tell us that it 
does not make any difference 
what we believe so long as we 
are sincere about it. What non- 
sense! If you are on the wrong 
train, my friend, you will never 
reach the right destination, no 
matter how sincere you may be, 
unless you change and get on the 
right train. 

Do not forget. God’s heaven- 
bound train starts from Calvary, 
which is the only station where 
guilty sinners are ever taken on 
board. And remember, the full 
fare must be paid before you 
start—indeed, it was paid 1900 
years ago when 


“Jesus paid it all.” 


No, you cannot save yourself; 
for God declares “not by works 


of righteousness which we have 
done, but according to His mercy 
he saved us” (Titus 3:5). “Not of 
works, lest any man _ should 
boast” (Ephesians 2:9). One can 
as easily lift himself from the 
floor by pulling. on his boot 
straps as to lift himself from the 
miry clay of sin by his own effort. 

A man was preaching in the 
slums of a great Scotch city. He 
had been exhorting his listeners 
to make a new start; to use their 
will power to the utmost; to 
“turn over a new leaf,” and the 
like. On the outskirts of his 
crowd stood a poor fallen woman 
of the street. She stood this 
preaching of the Law as long as 
she could. Then from the depths 
of her despair, she cried out, 
“Your rope’s not long enough for 
me!” 

No humanly devised rope is 
long enough or strong enough to 
reach down into the abyss of 
despair and pull men upon the 
rock and establish their going. 
Only the Gospel, 


do that. 


Ill. The Lord Jesus Christ Is: the 
All - Sufficient Sitn- Bearer:

“He was wounded for our (my)

He was as human 
as we are and as divine as God is.

power of God unto salvation, can 
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ms He was so much man that He 


was born of a woman and cradled 
in a manger; but He was so much 
God that Heaven offered its con- 
gratulations through a multitude 
of angels. He was so much man 
that He hungered; but He was 
so much God that He took a lad’s 
lunch and fed a multitude of five 
thousand men, besides the women 
and children. He was so much 
man that He became tired and 
weary; but He was so much God 
that He said “Come unto me, 
all.-ye that labor and are heavy 


laden, and I will give you rest” 
(Matthew 11:28). He was so 
much man that He slept in the 
boat; but He was so much God 
that He arose, rebuked the winds 
and the waves, and they instantly 
became quiet. He was so much 
man that He hung upon a cross; 
but He was go much God that 
He spoke pardon to a penitent, 
pleading thief. He was so much 
man that He was buried; but 
He was so much Gog that on the 
third day He burst asunder the 
rock-ribbed tomb and came forth 
a victor over sin, death, and the 
grave. Hallelujah! What a Savior 
God has provided for our salva- 
tion!

We turn to the Word of God, 
open it at John 3:16 and read 
these words, “For God so loved 
the world, that He gave His only 
begotten Son, that whosoever be-

We turn to the first epistle of 
John, Chapter 4, verse 10, and 
read these words, ‘Herein is love, 
not that we loved God, but that

And here comes .the an- 
swer: “Simon Peter answered and 
said, Thou art the Christ, the Son 
of the living God. And Jesus an- 
swered and said unto him, Blessed 
for 
flesh and blood hath not revealed 
it unto thee, but my Father which 
is in heaven.” 


Then you remember when the 
people were ceasing to follow 
Jesus as recorded in John 6:67, 
Jesus turned to the twelve and 
said, “Will ye also go-away? Then 
Simon answered Him, Lord, to 
whom shall we go? thou hast the 
words of eternal life?” And now 
notice the fext verse: “And we 
believe, (do you?) and are sure 
(are you?) that thou art that 
Christ the Son of the living God.”

honestly face the first question 
and have come out on the right 
side, if you behieve it was God's 
Son who died, then you must 
face this question: Why did He 
die?

Galatians, chapter 1, verses 3, 4 
says: “Grace be to you and peace 
from God the Father, and from 
our Lord Jesus Christ, Who gave 
Himself for our sins, that he 
might deliver us from this present 
evil world, according to the will 
of God and our Father.” 


Again in Galatians, Chapter 3, 
verse 13, we read these words: 
“Christ hath redeemed us from 
the curse of the law, being made 
a curse for us: for it is written, 
Cursed is every one that hangeth 
‘on a tree.” 


We get the summation of it all, 
“For I de- 
livered unto you first of all that 
which I also received, how that 
Christ died’”’—what for ?— 
sins according to the scriptures.”

It was 
the Son of God who was crucified, 
was crucified because God offered 
Him. as a sacrifice for our sins. .

You can 
not ignore the fact that God must 
punish sin.

Jesus: 

1. Do you know that-you are a 
sinner ?

“But”, perhaps you are saying, 
“what about that first essential 
you mentioned, ‘The Finality of 
the Biblical Record?’” Oh, I’ve 
been quoting that all of the tire 
in proving these other points, for 
it is only upon the authority of 
this book that the story of salva- 
tion can be told. 

Suppose we investigate these 
basic- essentials just a little bit 
more in detail, however, for I 
trust that we have more than five 
minutes to live. If I were to take 
a boat trip to some desired desti- 
nation, some things about the 
boat would be desirable, while 
others would be essential. With 
two possible choices, I would 
choose the boat with the most 
comfortable state rooms, the best 
board, the quickest and easiest 
run, and the most congenial pas- 
senger list. All of these things are 
desirable but NOT essential. For 
in a case of life and death, any 
old tub would do provided it was 
seaworthy, it had a dependable 
pilot, a chart, a compass, and an 
anchor. Those are essentials. 

In like manner: if I am going to 
unite with some other Christians 
in fellowship, there are some 
things that are desirable, while 
others are essential. With a choice 
to be made, I would choose the 
fellowship with whom I could 
agree in the largest number of 
‘desirable details according to my 


understanding of God's will. In the | 


case, however, where I am unable 
to find a fellowship that agrees 
with many of these desirable fea- 
tures, any fellowship will suffice 
provided that certain basic essen- 
tials of Christian faith are to be 
found there. The purpose of this 


“message is to see what they are. 


I. The of the 
Biblical Record 
In II Timothy 3:16-17 we read, 
“All scripture is given by inspira- 
tion of God, and is profitable for 
doctrine, for reproof, for correc- 
tion, for instruction in righteous- 
ness; that the man of God may be 


perfect, furnished unto 
ali good works”. Let’s notice that 
word “throughly” for it is not 
“thoroughly” as we usually quote 
it. Did you ever speak of a man 
as being a good man or a bad man 
“through and through’? That’s 
exactly what this verse says, for 
by means of accepting the minis- 
try of the scriptures, the man of 
God can be perfected for good 
works, “through and through’. 
These verses, then, establish the 
finality of the biblical record in 
doctrine, reproof, correction, and 
instruction. 

In Rev. 22:18-19 we read further, 
“For I testify unto every man that 
heareth the words of the prophecy 
of this book,-:If any man shall add 
unto these things, God shall add 
unto him the plagues that are 
written in this book: and if any 
man shall take away from the 
words of the book of this prophecy, 
God shall take away his part of 
the book of life, and out of the 
holy city, and from the things 
which are written in this book’’. 

Since the man of God is per- 
fected through and through by 
means of the scriptures, and since 
nothing can be added or subtracted 
from them, then “The Finality of 
the Biblical Record” is certainly 
substantiated. Quite often we hear 
the expressions used, “The Verbal 
Inspiration of the Bible”, and 
“The Infallibility of the Bible’. 
I like those terms, but I like the 
expression that we are using a 
little better in considering “THE 
BASIC ESSENTIALS OF CHRIS- 
TIAN FAITH”, because a state- 
ment may be “inspired” and “‘in- 
fallible” without being complete 
and final; but it cannot be com- 
plete and final without being in- 
spired and infallible. 

For Christians, then, no church, 
no creed, and no ceremony pro- 
vides the final authority for 
Christian faith and practice, but 
THE BOOK does. 

il. The Universality of Sin 

Certainly Romans 3:23 should 
be quoted in this connection, “For 
all have sinned and come short of 
the glory of God”. Suppose we 
quote another series of verses, 
however, that are seldom used in 
this connection, namely, Romans 
8:19-23, “For the earnest expecta- 
tion of the creature waiteth for 
the manifestation of the sons of 
God. For the creature was made 
subject to vanity (or depravity), 
not willingly, but by reason of him 
who hath subjected the same in 
hope, because the creature itself 
also shall be delivered from the 
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bondage of corruption into the 
glorious liberty of the children of 
God. For we know that the whole 
creation groaneth and travaileth 
in pain together until now. And 
not only they, but ourselves also, 
which have the firstfruits of the 
Spirit, even we ourselves groan 
within ourselves, waiting for the 
adoption, to wit, the redemption of 
our body”. In other words, not 
only has man come short of the 
glory of God, but the whole earth 
has also come short of the glory 
of God. 


In this connection, I should like 


jto quote a paragraph from the 


late S. D. Gordon, “There’s a 
break everywhere you look, a bad 
break. It is in nature. The geolo- 
gist finds it in the earth’s crust; 
and the astronomer in the upper 
blue. The biologist finds it in 
animal life. The chemist constant- 
ly guards against the death ele- 
ment in the chemical combinations. 
The orchardist fights it by spray- 
ing. The farmer must overcome it 
to get a crop, and the stock breed- 
er to get vigorous young. The 
banker and the merchant think of 
it as they engage clerks, and so 
they plan surety bonds against 
somebody’s failure to keep faith. 
We are all increasingly on our 
guard in a crowd”.. And the break 
in nature is caused by the break 
in man. “Change and decay in all 
around I see” is certainly not to 
the glory of God, but it all helps 
to substantiate the fact of “The 
Universality of Sin”. 


Ill. The Personality of God 
in Christ 


In II Corinthians 5:17-19 we 
read, “Therefore if any man be in 
Christ, he is a new creature; old 
things are passed ‘away; behold, 
all things are become new. And 
all things are of God, who hath 
reconciled us to himself by Jesus 
Christ, and hath given to us the 
ministry of reconciliation; to wit, 
that God was in Christ, reconciling 
the world unto himself, not im- 
puting their trespasses unto them; 
and hath committed unto us the 
word of reconciliation”. Then in 
Collossians 2:9 we read, “For in 
him dwelleth all the fulness of the 
Godhead bodily”. 

Think of it! Everything that 
can be said of God, can be said of 
Christ. Jesus was God expressing 
Himself up on earth in terms that 
the world could understand. He 
was “the Word of God”. I have 
written in my Bible that “Jesus 
was the language of heaven ex- 
pressed in the vernacular of earth”. 
A Kittle girl was afraid of the 
storm. Her mother tried to console 
her with the fact that God was 


‘there to protect her. The fearful 


little girl cried all the harder, 
however, and said, “Yes: but when 
it thunders, I want somebody with 
skin on”. Jesus, praise His name, 
was God “with skin on”, 

But since all of the attributes of 
God were and are resident in 
Jesus, then God’s eternal nature 
was and is resident in Him. This 
demands His Deity; His Virgin 


His eternal victory and glory. His 
coming to this earth in humiliation 
revealed the most precious quality 
of His nature in that it proved 
His great love for sinners. How 
precious to know of this truth in 
“The Personality of God in 
Christ.” 

IV. The Efficacy of Atone- 

ment by Substitution 

There are three verses that fit 
together in this respect. I Peter 
2:24, “Who his own self bare our 
sins in his own body on the tree, 
that we, being dead to sins, should 
live unto righteousness: by whose 
stripes ye were healed”. Then 
II Corinthians 5:21, 
made him to be sin for us, who 
knew no sin; that we might be 
made the righteousness of God in 
him”. And last, I John 2:2, 
he is the propitiation for our sins: 
and not for ours only, but also 
for the sins.of the whole world”. 

These are astounding verses. | 
They call attention to the fact

worki; accepted the entire penalty; 
and provided the means by which 
ali men could possess His absolute 
righteousness. Now this substitu- 
tion of Himself for sin was not 
limited to those who are repent- 
ant.. When He died, all sin as we 
meet it today was future. The sin 
question was forever settled at 
Calvary. He is the propitiation (or 
covering) for the sins of the whole 
world. 

Here is a fragile egg shell; a 
hammer falls upon it and it is 
completely crushed. Cover the egg 
shell with a metal case, however, 
and the blow of the hammer is 
absorbed by the protecting metal. 
That is exactly what the Lord has 
done for the whole world: He has 
covered the entire world with His 
love and grace: then when the 
stroke of judgment for sin fell at 
Calvary, He bore it all. The sin 
question has been settled com- 
pletely to the satisfaction of the 
justice of God. Then why are 
human beings unsaved today? 
Not because they are sinners, but 
because they refuse to avail them- 
selves of the redemption that is in 
Christ Jesus. 


That is where all _ legalistic 
methods of defining salvation fail, 
because JUDGMENT FOR SIN IS 
PASSED, and in an equitable gov- 
ernment, no one can be brought 
into jeopardy of life and limb 
twice for the same offense. It is 
now no longer the sin question, 
but the Son question, “What will 
ye do with Jesus which is called 
the Christ”? 

How explain the wonderful plan 
by which Jesus thus becomes the 
Saviour? I don’t explain it, I just 
praise God for “The Efficacy of 
Atonement by Substitution”. 


V. The Assurance of Eternal 
Existence 

Probably the clearest statement 
of the fact of eternal existence is 
found in the words of Jesus Him- 
self, John 5:28-29, “Marvel not at 
this: for the hour is coming, in 
the which all that are in the 
graves shall hear his voice, and 
shall come forth; they that have

Since it is the body that is laid 
away in the grave, then bodily 
resurrection for all mankind is 
definitely declared in’ these verses. 
Certainly, if man the creature is 
to be resurrected; then Christ the 
Creator must have risen in physi- 
cal form. The resurrection of the 
just is clearly revealed as being | “3 
from a state of corruption into a 
state of incorruption. Since the 
bodies of the unsaved are not 
promised any change, then it must 
be that the same bodies of suffer- 
ing and pain are to be restored to

The fact of eternal existence is 
tremendously essential. Through 
Jesus Christ, our sin-bearer, men 
saved FROM everything that 
sin would provide. Through Jesus 
Christ, our triumphant, living 
Lord, men are saved UNTO 
everything that His righteousness 
will provide. Praise His name! 
There is a glorious resultant to 
being IN CHRIST, where we can 
have “The Assurance of Eternal 
Existence”.
